Diabetes Can Sometimes 
Trigger Tooth Problems

D E A R DR. LAWRENCE: 


About three years ago I had 
to have all my teeth removed. 
At that time doctors discov- 
ered 
that I had diabetes. 


Could this have been 
the 


cause of losing my teeth? 


A — Diabetes, specially un- 


controlled diabetes, can be a 
cause of early tooth loss. In- 
creased rate of decay, bleed- 
ing and swollen gums, dis- 
ease of bone that supports 
teeth, poor tissue 
healing, 


seem to be associated with 
this disease. However these 
are symptoms that in some 
degrees are characteristic of 
all debilitating diseases. 


Controlled diabetics w h o 


take care of their t e e t h 
shouldn't have many dental 
p r o b l e m s . Because of in- 
creased rate of decay, visits 
to the dentist should be UBQe 
frequent, and oral prophyzty s 
should be done at intervals of 
two, three or four months in- 
stead of six months because 
teeth get caked with tartar 
more readily. 


Good daily oral hygiene is 


i m p o r t a n t too. With good 
home care, w h i c h m e a n s 
b r u s h i n g teeth and gums 
after every meal, gum trou- 
bles can be kept at a mini- 
mum. 


Periodontal disease is said 


to be more common in dia- 
betics, but again, this seems

to be so in other debilitating 
diseases too. It may be due to 
poor mouth care, nutritionla 
deficiencies, vascular changes, 
and physical inability to get to 
the dentist, e.g. in bed-ridden 
or wheel chair cases, or those 
too weak to fleave home or 
institution. 


Some, dental procedures re- 


quire special precautions. Pa- 
jtients should get their physi- 
cian's approval, for extrac- 
tions, gum surgery or any 
complicated or extensive den- 
tal work. 


Diabetic patients should eat 


before dental appointments 
just in case you aren't able to 
do so for some hours after- 
wards, e.g. after fillings are 
placed, teeth extracted, etc. 
Some physicians w a n t pa- 
tients to d r i n k sugar and 
water, or orange juice about 
an hour after extensive dental 
procedures. 


Antibiotics are sometimes 


given before and after dental 
surgery but this is an individ- 
ual decision dependent on the 
type and extent of work done, 
and the condition of the pa- 
tient at the time.
